White House 
Denies Rumor 
of Exclusion 


WASHINGTON White 
House spokespersons denied the 
rumor that the proposed -illegal 
alien amnesty program would 
exclude people from China or of 
Chinese ancestry last week. 

Annie Gnutierrez，associate dir- 
ector of the president's domestic 
council and White House sta 攻 
director of the task force on illegal 
aliens, told Kung-lee Wang，Ppres- 
ident of the Organization of Chi- 
nese Americans (OCA) that the 
rumor is “absolutely false.”S$he 
asked Wang to convey this assur- 
ance to the Chinese American 
community. 

The rumor，which has been 
widely circulating in the commun- 
ity,，saidqd the proposed ammnesty 
program would embrace people 


data for research into China's 
slave_ Society. 

The present-day city of Anyang 
locates _ near the capital of the 
Shang dynasty，In ancient China， 
large numbers of slaves were killed 
as funerary human sacrifices or asS 
Sacrifices to the ancestors of the 
nobility. 

The' sacrificial pits discovered 
are in the eastern part of the royal 
tombs of that dynasty. In the pits 
already excavated，imost :of the 
1,000 skeletons had their heads 
chopped off. This verifies the ex- 
treme cruelty of the slave.owning 
nobility of the Shang dynasty, said 
Hsinhua，

The skeletons found were most- 


.ly young men between 20 to 30 


yearIs_ old，Many bore - marked 
traces on their cervical vertebrae 
showing that they were killed by 
axe. Some were mutilated and dis- 
membered. It can be estimated 
that the slaves were Killed on sev- 
eral occasions,， ranging frona a few 
dozen to _ several hundred each 
time， 

In some Ppits the slaves were 
buried alive.There are obvious 
traces showing them being tied up 
before burial，Some were in 'a 
struggling posture with their 
heads raised and mouths gaping. 
A small number were children 
about 10 years old. Scientists said 
that the slaves were buried togeth- 
er with Pigs，horses，dogs and 
birdqs by some slave owners as sac- 
rifices . 
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lllegal Alien 
Amnesty Program 


In the wake of a “new wave of anti-immmigrant . . . 
material hitting the news media,” the Coalition for 
Rights of Immigrants declaredlast week a concerted effort 


to counteract attempts to _ create “anti-alien hysteria 
in the general public here. 

The Coalition of agencies and lawyers working with 
immigrants pointed out that, contrary to much-publicized 
beliefs about illegal aliens，the latter have contributed to 
the U.9. economy much more than what they have 
recelved in Urban services. 


Two independent studies, one by the CountySupervisors 
of the California County of San Diego and the other by 
Linton Research Company, show that most jllegal aliens 
contribute to Social Security，have federal income taxes 
withheld, and only a small percentage take advantage of 
tax-Supported servlices such as schools，health facilities， 


.unemployemnt insurance，or welfare. 


The Coalition，quoting recent articles in the Forbes 
Magazine and the Wall Street Journal，showed that the 
ilegal alien is necessary to_ some industries，especially 
those which are labor-intentive with low pay and which 


most American-born workers have been socially educated 
to turn down. 


The Wall Street Journal considers the illegal alien 
worker the one element that may be preventing fragile 
economies like that in New York City from collapse. 

Western European industrialized countries have learned 
to accept and respect their “guest laborers'. Historically， 
wehavereacted otherwise， American immigration history 
is basically one of racial discrimination，According to the 


1975 Immigration Annual Report，between 1820 and 
1975，almost 36 million Europeans immigrated to the 
吕 ， 9.，while only 2.2 million Asians were allowed in. ， 
Also, only 2 milllon Mexicans immigrated as compared to 
4 milllion Canadians. At the same time，in the decade 
1966 to 1975，of the approximately 150,000 deported 
from U. S$.，only. 12,000 were Europeans,， half of whom 
were Greeks. 


Traditionally，the United States attitude has been to 
control, deport and harass jllegal alien. Most recent efforts 
include_ a proposal for a forgery-proof Social Security 
card costing $500 million，Ppleas from the Immigration 
and Naturallization Service for more workers, particularly 
border patrols, and proposed legislations to penalize em- 
ployers of illegal aliens with the possibilityofafine and a 
]ail sentence，

Concurrently，our business sector has exported oveT 


3.5 million jobs which could be filled here to countries 
with cheap labor forces due to the low cost 
in countries and regions such as Korea, Taiwan， Spain and 
Italy,， according to a Coalition spokesperson， Thus, iobs 
that'could be flled here by persons who could -spend 
the money here are lost to the economy， 


Possible solutions are obvious but may be difficult to 
implement，and they should be put into effect soon as 
possible。 One is to stop the out-flow of jobs to other 
countries。 Two is to supply U. S. industries with the 
relatively cheaper labor from other countries for these 
jobs，Three is to legalize the stay of those already here 


andsimplify the procedure for entry of “guest laborers to 


obviate the need for smuggling and other activities related 
to illegal entry. “Most difficult of all， is to remove the 
incentive behind mass emigration ffrom our southern 
neighbor by restoring her economic health. 


As always， it is .easier said than done,， However，we 
must commend the Coalition and President Carter s 
Domestic Council Committee on lllegal Alien for their 
push for amnesty for illegal aliens already in the U. S. and 
a more'humanistic，reallstic approach” towards these 
Dewcomers.
